You  may  wish,  if  you  have  a Bible 
close  at  hand,  to  read  a short  extract  from  the 
inspired  text,  and  reflect  on  it.  Next  comes  a 
contemporary  prayer.  You  may  either  use  this 
prayer  or  address  St.  Dymphna  in  your  own 
words.  There  is,  finally,  a practice  proposed  so 
that  you  may  have  chance  to  show  by  your 
actions  that  you  want  to  live  as  you  pray. 

May  St.  Dymphna  help  you  to  persevere  in 
your  good  intentions. 
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FIRST  DAY 

INTENTION:  Holiness  of  Life 

THOUGH  Be  filled  with  the  Spirit.  Ep  5 : 18 

PRAYER:  Dear  St.  Dymphna,  I can’t  really 
say  I want  the  title,  "Saint,”  before  my  name. 
It  will  be  enough  if  I get  a toehold  in  heaven. 

Yet,  almighty  God  calls  me  to  holiness.  This 
is  His  will  for  me,  that  I become  a saint.  I’m 
ashamed  to  admit  that  I’ve  given  this  too  little 
serious  thought.  I’ve  been  content  with  half- 
measures. 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  there  is  yet  time.  My 
Maker  still  preserves  the  breath  of  life  within 
me.  Every  heartbeat  is  a sign  that  He  still 
wishes  I shall  become  holy. 

Remind  me,  dear  Saint,  that  holiness  is  an 
inside  thing:  my  soul’s  progress  in  Christ- 
likeness.  Remind  me  that  holiness  calls  for 
teamwork;  God  wants  me  to  work  together 
with  Him.  Finally,  may  I remember  always  that 
holiness  is  positive:  to  focus  more  on  doing 
good  than  on  not-doing  evil.

PRAYER  Dear  St.  Dymphna,  you  are  a 
special  friend  and  intercessor  in  heaven.  I am 
confident  that  you  will  heed  my  plea  for  growth 
in  love  of  God  and  neighbor. 

First,  please  help  me  to  develop  a deep, 
personal  love  for  the  Lord  my  God.  May  my 
love  for  Him  endure  in  all  moods  and  situa- 
tions. Let  me  cling  to  Him  no  matter  what  He 
does  or  permits,  what  He  gives  or  withdraws. 

And,  then,  assist  me  in  loving  my  fellowmen 
more  sincerely.  Obtain  for  me  an  understanding 
heart,  filled  with  true  compassion  and  concern 
for  others.

PRAYER : Dear  St.  Dymphna,  I firmly  be- 
lieve that  God  holds  our  destinies  in  His  hands. 
He  arranges  everything  for  our  good  here  or 
hereafter.  He  presides  at  the  sparrow’s  fall  and 
over  everything  that  happens  to  us. 

And  yet,  I find  it  hard  at  times  to  accept  His 
doings.  When  I face  pain  or  sorrow,  I’m  inclined 
to  question  His  will.  I feel  He  ought  to  deal 
with  me  differently. 

May  I appeal  to  you,  then,  for  help  in 
accepting  His  will  as  a true  Christian  should?

INTENTION : Strong  and  Mature  Faith 


THOUGHT . Hold  firmly  on  to  what  you 
already  have.  Rv  2:25 

PR  A YER : Here  I am  again,  dear  St.  Dymphna, 
to  present  my  needs  to  you.  High  on  the  list,  as 
you  know,  is  a strong  and  mature  faith. 

Ours  are  hectic  times  when  confusion  seems 
to  be  the  normal  thing.  The  faith  of  many  is 
wavering  and  a loud  chorus  proclaims:  "Eat, 
drink,  and  be  merry,  for  tomorrow  we  die  and 
there  is  nothing  beyond  the  grave.” 

Many  are  dismayed  by  the  changes  in  the 
Church,  the  liturgy,  and  the  presentation  of 
religious  truths.  Some  are  afraid  their  faith  may 
totally  collapse. 

My  own  faith  should  have  greater  strength 
and  maturity.  I need  a powerful  faith  to  carry 
me  through  the  dark  nights  that  hold  no 
promise  of  a sunrise.  A strong  and  adult  faith 
will  guide  me  like  a beacon  to  a blessed  eternity. 

Intercede  for  me,  dear  St.  Dymphna,  that 
my  faith  may  be  firm.  Then  I shall  take  God  at 
His  word.  I shall  look  to  Him  for  guidance,  and 
give  less  attention  to  noisy  prophets  of  the  day.

THOUGHT : Courage!  Do  not  be  afraid.

PRAYER:  Dear  St.  Dymphna,  I plead  with 
you  today  to  share  your  courage  with  me. 

You  endured  martyrdom  in  your  early  teens 
with  courage  that  makes  me  blush  when  I recall 
my  own  cowardice.  You  never  asked  that  life’s 
pathway  be  made  smooth.  You  walked  forward 
bravely,  your  hand  in  God’s  hand. 

I admit  I’ve  never  quite  managed  to  imitate 
you.  When  trouble  hits,  I look  for  a shoulder  to 
cry  on.

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St.  Dymphna’s  Story 

The  young  girl-martyr  to  whom  our  prayers 
are  addressed  lived  well  over  1300  years  ago. 

It  is  only  natural,  then,  to  wonder  why 
people  still  pray  to  her.  Why  does  literature  on 
St.  Dymphna  still  find  interested  readers?  Why 
do  her  name  and  fame  endure  after  all  these 
years? 

The  reason  is  simple;  she  is  the  patron  of 
persons  afflicted  with  nervous  or  mental 
disturbances.  With  emotional  ills  on  the 
increase  in  our  times,  how  desirable  and  provi- 
dential that  St.  Dymphna  should  become  better 
known  and  honored!  Hopefully,  this  booklet 
will  increase  devotion  to  her. 

Dymphna  was  the  only  child  of  a pagan  king 
who  is  believed  to  have  ruled  a section  of 
Ireland  in  the  7th  Century.  She  was  the  very 
picture  of  her  attractive  young  mother,  a fact 
widely  commented  upon  throughout  the 
kingdom,  but  which,  unfortunately,  cost 
Dymphna  her  life. 

When  the  queen  died,  the  royal  widower’s 
heart  remained  beyond  reach  of  comfort.  His 
moody  silences  and  persistent  gloom  soon 
pushed  him  to  the  verge  of  mental  collapse. 
Finally,  his  courtiers  suggested  that  he  consider 
a second  marriage.  The  king  agreed  on 
condition  that  his  new  bride  should  look 
exactly  like  his  former  one. 

His  envoys  went  far  afield  in  search  of  the 
woman  he  desired.  The  quest  proved  fruitless. 
Then  one  of  them  had  a brilliant  idea:  why 
shouldn’t  the  king  marry  his  daughter,  the 
living  likeness  of  her  mother? 
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Repelled  at  first,  the  king  then  agreed.  His 
compulsive  need  for  a wife  and  his  emotional 
turmoil  made  this  extreme  plausible. 

So  he  broached  the  topic  to  his  daughter. 

Dymphna,  appalled,  stood  firm  as  a rock. 
"Definitely  not.  If  you  had  any  decency,  you 
wouldn’t  propose  this  union  to  me.  You  know  I 
am  a Christian.  You  cling  to  your  heathen 
beliefs;  at  least  allow  me  to  live  by  my  own 
convictions.” 

In  succession  the  king  tried  flattery, 
pleading,  entreaties;  then,  he  reverted  to  threats, 
and  swore  to  make  her  pay  the  penalty  for  her 
rash  refusal. 

To  Dymphna  it  was  all  senseless.  Never 
would  she  accede  to  her  father’s  demand. 
Eventually  she  won  his  consent  for  a delay  of 
forty  days.  During  this  interval  she  conferred 
with  Father  Gerebern,  her  confessor,  who 
cautioned  her  to  keep  her  distance.  After  giving 
the  matter  further  thought,  he  counselled  her 
to  flee  the  palace. 

Shortly  afterwards  the  group  of  four  set 
out — Father  Gerebern,  Dymphna,  the  court 
jester  and  his  wife — with  loyal  vassals  rowing 
them  across  the  sea.  On  landing  at  Antwerp,  on 
the  coast  of  Belgium,  they  looked  around  for  a 
residence.  In  the  little  village  of  Gheel,  they 
settled  near  a shrine  dedicated  to  St.  Martin  of 
Tours. 

There  Dymphna  soon  endeared  herself  to 
the  local  people  by  her  kindness.  For  three 
months  she  walked  among  them  like  an  angel 
of  mercy. 

Then  spies  from  her  native  land  arrived  in 
Gheel  and  paid  their  inn  fees  with  coins  similar 
to  those  Dymphna  had  often  handed  to  the 
innkeeper.  Unaware  that  the  men  were  spies,  he 
innocently  revealed  to  them  where  she  lived. 
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The  king  came  at  once  to  Gheel  for  the  final, 
tragic  encounter.  Despite  his  inner  fury,  he 
managed  to  control  his  anger.  Again  he  coaxed, 
pleaded,  made  glowing  promises  of  money  and 
prestige.  When  this  approach  failed,  he  tried 
threats  and  insults,  but  these  too  left  Dymphna 
unmoved.  She  would  rather  die  than  break  the 
vow  of  virginity  she  had  made  with  her  con- 
fessor’s approval. 
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It  occurred  to  the  king  that  he  might 
succeed  if  Dymphna  were  suddenly  deprived  of 
the  moral  support  of  the  aged  priest.  At  once 
he  gave  orders  for  Father  Gerebern  to  be  killed. 

Confident  that  Dymphna  could  now  be  won 
over,  the  king  turned  his  full  attention  to  her, 
but  she  still  persisted  in  her  determination. 
Bravely  she  reminded  him  of  her  Christian 
faith,  of  her  duty  to  remain  true  to  its 
teachings.  "Nothing,  nothing  will  induce  me  to 
offend  Jesus  Christ.” 

The  king  knew  he  had  failed.  "You  will  feel 
my  vengeance,”  he  promised. 

The  prospect  of  violent  death  did  not 
dismay  Dymphna.  Nor  did  the  death  of  her 
confessor  shake  her  resolution.  By  the  grace 
and  power  of  God,  she  remained  firm.  "Father, 
don’t  even  hope  to  win  my  consent.  Never  will 
I give  in  to  you.” 

In  his  fury  the  king  ordered  his  men  to  kill 
Dymphna.  For  once  they  refused  to  do  his 
bidding.  Her  gentle  qualities  of  mind  and  heart 
were  well  known  to  them.  They  loved  the 
young  princess  and  couldn’t  bring  themselves  to 
harm  her. 

The  king  then  leaped  from  his  seat  and  with 
his  own  weapon  cut  off  his  daughter’s  head. 
Dymphna  fell  at  his  feet. 

Thus  Dymphna,  barely  aged  fifteen,  died. 
Her  name  appears  in  the  Roman  Martyrology, 
together  with  St.  Gerebern’s,  on  May  15. 

Gheel,  the  little  market  town  in  the 
Flemish-speaking  region  of  Belgium,  has  long 
been  known  as  a place  of  pilgrimage  for  persons 
seeking  the  cure  or  relief  of  nervous  or 
emotional  distresses.  In  our  century,  the  name 
of  St.  Dymphna  as  the  heavenly  intercessor  for 
such  benefits,  is  increasingly  venerated  in 
America.

O Divine  Master,  grant  that 
I may  not  so  much  seek  to  be 
consoled  as  to  console;  to  be 
understood  as  to  understand;

in  giving  that  we  receive; 
it  is  in  pardoning  that  we  are 
pardoned; 

and  it  is  in  dying  that  we  are 
born  to  eternal  life.

Dymphna  in  petition  and  in  thanks- 
giving are  used  among  the  poor  on 
our  Franciscan  missions  in  Central 
America.
